They come bearing the banners of free- 
dom, inspired by a noble purpose, to seek the 
enemies of our government and of yours 
and to destroy or capture all in armed re- 
sistance. 

They bring you the fostering arms of a free

people, whose greatest power is justice and 


humanity to all living within their fold. 
Hence, they release you from your former 
‘political relations, and it is hoped this 
will be followed by your cheerful acceptance 
of the government of the United States. 
The chief object of the American military 
forces will be to overthrow the armed au- 
thority of Spain and give the people of 
your beautiful island the largest measure 
of liberty consistent with this military oc- 


gupation. 


They have not come to make war on the 
people of the country, who for centuries 
have been oppressed, but, on the contrary, 
they bring protection not only to yourselves 
but to your property, and will promote your 
prosperity and bestow, the immunities and 
blessings of our enlightenment and liberal 
institutions and government. 

It is not their purpose to interfere with the 
existing laws and customs which are whole- 
some and beneficial to the people so long 
as they conform to the rules of the military 
administration, order, and justice. 

This is not a war of devastation and desola- 
tion, but one to give all within the control 
of the military and naval forces the ad-

A fight before the latter place on Tuesday 
last was won by the American volunteers. 

The Spaniards ambushed eight companies 
of the Sixth Massachusetts and Sixth II- 


-nols Regiments, but the enemy was repulsed 


and driven back a mile to a ridge, where the 
Spanish cavalry charged and was routed 
by our infantry. 

General Garretson led the fight with the 
men from Illinois and Massachusetts, and 
the enemy retreated to Yauco, leaving four 
dead on the fleld and several wounded. None 
of our men was killed, and only four were 
slightly wounded. These belong in the Sixth 
Massachusetts.

Miles’ First Great Victory. 


Washington, D. C., July 29.—[Special.]— 
General Nelson A. Miles has achieved the 
first great victory of his Porto Rican cam- 
paign by capturing Ponce, the second city 
of the island. 

Ponce surrendered rather than invite a 
concerted attack by the American naval 
and military forces which could have * 
but one result. 

Washingtonians were ecarcely less en- 


thusiastic over the victory of Miles’ sol- 


diers and Captain Higginson’s fleet than the 
Porto Ricans who secured freedom from 
Spanish tyranny forever by the descent of 
the Americans upon Ponce. Indeed, the 
capture of the second city of Spain's most 
easterly West Indian colony is looked upon 
as a greater victory than the capture of 
Santiago, in view of the fact not an Ameri- 
can life was lost, and the natives celebrated 
the event with as much ardor as the sol- 
diers who ran the gantlet of the Spanish 
fire to achieve it. : 

General Miles’ and Captain Higginson's 
dispatches reporting the capitulation of 
Ponce and describing the strange scenes in- 
cidental to the surrender created a genuine 
sensation in official circles. For the mo- 
ment the first great victory of the cam- 
paign in Porto Rico overshadowed interest 
in the deliberations of the Cabinet anent 
the terms of peace. Immediately upon re- 
ceipt of General Miles’ advices Secretary 


Alger hastened to the White House to im- 


part the news to the President, who was 
astounded at the ease with which = Amer- 
icans captured Ponce. | 


Astonishment in Washington. 


It came so unexpectedly and the victory 
seemed to be so complete as to appear in- 
comprehensible. It was. expected Miles 
would have to fight his way through the 
Spanish lines befgre giining the porta: cf 
Ponce, and hence the grace with which the 
Spaniards laid down their arms and allowed 
the Americans to enter the provincia: capital 
passed all understanding of Spanish ckar- 
acter. Indeed, it appears that the Dons ce- 
parted from their vsuul methods and did 
not even quibble over terms of surrender. 

While it is evident that both the city and 
port capituiated unconditionally, General 
Miles’ report confucts with that of Cap:ain 
Higginson. In the naval officer’s dispatch 
terms of surrender as exacted by Com- 


‘mander Davis are detsfled, while General 


Miles refers to tho surrender of Ponce 
merely with the remark that the American 
flag flict over the city and its port.

London, July 20.—Before the year ends a 
Chicago girl may be sitting on the most 
magnificent throne in the world assisting in 
ruling the destinies of the most densely 
populated country on earth. In plain words 
the brilliant young woman who was Mary 
Leiter of Chicago, now the wife of George 
N. Curzon, will probably be Vicereine of 
India. 

Lord Elgin retires next November as Vice- 
roy. The office is the grandest appointive 
position under the British government. His 
successor will be one of three men—Lord 
Balfour of Burleigh, now Secretary of State 
for Scotland; the Earl of Jersey, who held 
many diplomatic posts; or Curzon, who is 
Under Secretary-of State for Foreign Affairs 
and Sallsbury's right hand man. 


Will Owe Appointment to His Wife. 

Predictions are freely made that Curzon 
will be appointed. He is 39 and has hada 
brilliant career. The most remarkable fea- 
ture of the situation, however, is that his 
American wife will be one of the strongest 
reasons for appointing him. It will testify 
in the highest possible way England's re- 
gard for an Anglo-Saxon alliance. It would 
be the finest compliment the English nation 
could pay America. This fact is seriously 
taken into consideration by Queen Victoria 
and the ministry. 

The court of Calcutta and Simla is far 
more magnificent than that of St. James 
or any other European power. The Viceroy 
and Vicereine rank as imperial sovereigns 
to countless millions of people in the far 
East. The Vicereine is a modern Queen of 
Sheba. In reality she bows to but one other 
woman, Queen Victoria.

Persia is on 
his frontier, and restless Afghanistan, sav- 
age Thibet, and uncertain Siam on his bor- 
ders. Weak officials are a constant troubie 
to him, 

Russia, with hungry glare, looks down 
from the north, eager to mark his smallest 
fault. France, jealous of her far Eastern 
reputation, keeps watch to the South for 
the least occasion of offense. 


His Enormous Power. 


The Viceroy of India rules over 300,000,- 
000 men. The population of the British 
Isles is, say, 40,000,000, of United States 70,- 


{| 000,000, so this modern King of Hindoostan 


has the power of life and death over people 
numbering almostthrice the total population 
of the two great nations of the Anglo-Saxon 
blood, 

The golden howdah and earth-shaking 
elephant play but a little part nowadays in 
viceregal pageantry, but let it not be sup- 
posed his magnificence has departed. The 
Viceroy rushes across his vast dominions in 
a private train, which is nothing more or 
less than a sumptuously appointed palace. 
Where the train halts barbaric splendor 
awaits their Excellencies. All that wealth 
can supply, ail that Oriental taste can sug- 
gest to render their visit a brilllant and note- 
worthy pageant is present and the night is 
made brighter than day with the illumina- 
tions. 

The Indian mail tonight brought a most in- 
teresting letter on this possibility of an 
American Queen for India. From the United 
Service club of Simla, one of the old-timers 
in the Indian service writes under date of 
July 6: 

„The next Viceroy is the question of the 
hour. All agree that the next ruler must be 
a strong man, a man of affairs who can keep 
a level head in a crisis. But another polnt 
on which all opinions coincide remarkably 
touches the personality of the Viceroy’s con- 
sort. 


Reverence for Queen as a Woman. 

I might dilate on the importance of her 
being a grande dame who can entertain 
regally, who can enter joyously into the 
life of our society, give it tone and set the 
fashion in all things both great and small. 
These matters to English readers may sound 
trivialities. They are not. They make for 
the peace and propserity of the emplre. But 
the fact on which I would lay special stress 
is the sacred reverence in which the woman- 
hood of the Queen Empress is held by the 
Princes and people of India. This divine 
womanhood can only be fitly represented by 
a woman, and I and many who think with 
me desire to see the new viceroy accom- 
panied by a vicereine beautiful, gracious, 
and accomplished; one who will place all her 
gifts, all her talents unreservedly at the 
service of India. 


Not Jealous of America. 

Mrs. Curzon is an American woman— 
wealthy, accomplished, charming. Anglo- 
Indians pride themselves on their freedom 
from, insular prejudice, and we should ac- 
cord the warmest of welcomes to an Amer- 
jean vicereine. Two days ago—it was Inde- 
pendence day—one heard the wish expressed 
on all sides that the day might be signalized 


by a. great American victory. So it has been,

AT MANILA. 


General of the Army in the 
Orient Reaches His Des- 
tination the Morn- 
ing of July 25. 


ALL WITH HIM ARE WELL 


Belief in Washington That by 
This Time the City Has 
Been Taken by 
Americans. 


AGREES WITH FORMER PLAN

Manila Bay, July 26, via Hongkong, July 
29.—Genoral Merritt arrived at Manila the 
morning of the 25th. All well. 


Believe Manila Is Taken. 


Washington, D. C., July 29.—[Special.]— 
General Wesley Merritt has reached Manila 
and is now virtually exercising the func- 
tions of his office as Military Governor of 
the Philippines. 

While no official dispatches hed been re- 
ceived from either Dewey or Merritt at 
midnight the War department was in- 
formed of Merritt's arrival at Manila on 
July 25, through advices from reliable for- 
eign sources. 

In view of Merritt’s advent in the Philip- 
pines naval and military officials are firm 
in the opinion that Manila is now in posses- 
sion of the Americans, for the attack upon 
the capital was scheduled to take place im- 
mediately Merritt arrived. 

General Anderson had surrounded and in- 
vested Manila when he last communicated 
with Washington and in conjunction with 
Admiral Dewey was making offensive prep- 
arations which would justify Merritt in de- 
manding the surrender of the Philippine 


capital immediately upon his arrival. 


Merritt sailed from San Francisco on the 
fast cruiser Newport on June 29, but it was 
his intention to precede the remainder of 
his expedition so as to have Cavite ready 
for the occupation of the rr when they 
arrived. 


Troops Now with Him. 


It is calculated that in view of the fact 
that Merritt arrived on July 25 the trans- 
ports bearing cavalry, infantry, and 
tillery. including the famous Astor Battery, 


later, so that the American troops now in 
the Philippines number approximately 10,- 
000. 4 

With this force at his command, threat- 
ening Manila from as many directions as 
is covered by effective investment and by 
Dewey’s warships anchored in the harbor, it 
is not reasonable to beHeve Captain General 
Augusti would offer much resistance before 
throwing down his arms. 

Merritt's arrival in the Philippines prac- 
tically ends Aguinaldo’s career as dictator 
of the islands, for the insurgent chief will 
, be compelled to recognize the American 
‘General's supremacy by right of conquest, 
and if he does not Dewey, with the rare 
diplomacy of which he is the master, would 
soon persuade the officious Malay to come 
down from his high horse. 


No Help Wanted. 


In attacking Manila, if such a measure 
was necessary, Merritt would most emphat- 
ically decline the assistance of the insur- 
gents. Aguinaldo’s forces, when the last 
reports were received, were rendezvoused 
in the hills flanking the American line close 
upon the city, but they occupied a position 
from which they could easily 
a witherirg fire upon the city’s outposts. ’ 

In view of the persistent rumors anent 
the fall of Manila, together with Augusti’s 
frequent and pathetic reports to Madrid of 
the uselessness of resistance, it is confi- 
dently believed that Merritt has taken pos- 
session of the Philippine capital with little 
or no opposition. Advices from Dewey and 
Merritt are not expected for several days, 
but when they do come if they do not an- 
nounce the fall of Manila, then everybody, 
from the President down, will lose faith in 
signs which appear to be certain.

III TALK OF PEACE 
WHEN SPAIN GETS OUT. 


Cabinet Decides That There Will Be N 0 Suspension of Hos | 
tilities Until Madrid Loosens Its Clutch Upon’ All 
Western Hemisphere Possessions. 


PROBLEM IN THE EAST WILL BE DECIDED LATE R.

Washington, D. C., July 29.—[Special.]J— 
Two meetings of the Cabinet were held 
today, one in the morning and the other in 
the afternoon,and as a result an answer 
to the Spanish note was drafted, containing 
the preliminary’ terms on which the United 
States will continue the negotiations and 
consent to a cessation of hostilities. 

These, are in effect, that Spain shall at 
once concede the conclusion of emen 
over Cuba and Porto Rico. 

Thereupon the United States will stop 
hosfilities and enter upon the negotiations 
for absolute peace, with a money indemnity 
and the possession of the Philippines, La- 
drone, and Carolines as the subject matter 
of discussion. 

Another meeting of the Cabinet will be 
held tomorrow morning to consider the final 
draft of the reply to be delivered Am- 
bassador Cambon. 

That meeting may upset all that was done 
today, but the result of the conference up 
to date is substantially as outlined above. 


Pledge of Good Faith. 


The Cabinet is unanimous to that extent, 
and the President and his advisers feel so 
much suspicion of Spain that they consider 
it absolutely necessary to begin the nego- 
tiations with some guarantee of good faith, 
and hence they insist that the Madrid gov- 
ernment shall concede to the United States 
without conditions the possession of Cuba 
and Porto Rico. 

This does not necessarily mean the actual 
evacuation of those islands, although that 
is hinted at, but the administration takes 
the position that the claim of the United 
States to occupy Cuba and Porto Rico can- 
not become a subject of negotiation under 
any consideration, 

The United States proposes that Spain 
-shall pass the title absolutely to this coun- 
try of the two West Indian islands as an 
indispensable preliminary to a discussion 
“ofthe questions of indemnity and the Pa- 
cific islands. 
tion would be in the nature of a quitclaim’ 
deed, and the trusteeship of the United 
States for the coming Cuban republic would 
not be recognized in the transaction. That 
trusteeship, it is held by the administration, 
grows solely out of the declaration in the 
resolutions of Congress which brought on 
the war. 

Neither Spain nor any other European 
nation will be allowed to dictate to the 
United States when or how it shall estab- 
lish an independent government in Cuba, 
nor how it shall — the Island of 
Rico, 


Nation Will Be Generous. 


The intimation is given that if Spain con- 
cedes that it has lost its West Indian pos- 
sessions the discussion as to the Philippines 
and the minor groups of islands in the Pacific 
can then proceed along lines which the 
United States is disposed to make generous. 

This decision of the administration avoids 
the settlement of the Philippine question 
at the present time, and thus prevents the 
possibility of European intervention until 
the negotiation has reached an advanced 
stage. 

The administration does not yield its claim 
to a money indemnity for the expenses of 
the war, nor does it intimate just what it 
proposes to do with the Spanish possessions 
in the Orient, these two closely related sub. 
jects being left to form the basis of such 
trades and compromises as future negotia- 
tions may suggest. 

The Cabinet is not a unit by any means 
in regard to the Eastern question, although 
it is decided on the necessity of forcing

Santiago is known as the worst yel- 
low fever part in Cuba, and these people who 
did not carry it with them soon had it, for 
their condition, huddled together as they 
were, was terrible, and brought on the pest 
almost immediately. 

„Now, then, I know it to be a fact. having 
seen it myself, that the army ambulances 
were used to haul these refugees from El 
Caney so they might get food. The people 
waded through the mud and were picked up 
by the ambulances. Then our sick and 
wounded were hauled in the same ambu- 
lances. But worst of all, it seems to me, is 
the fact that the commissary wagons, which 
always were going to Siboney and back car- 
rying fcod, went out with food, returned 
loaded With refugees, and went back again 
loaded with food.

VIOLATING THE PRIMARY LAW. 


‘He Denies Voting at More than One 
Party Caucus and Says the Charge 
Is Inspired by the Political Eumity 
dt Witnesses—Secretary Van Cleave 
Opens the Headquarters of the Re- 
publican State Central Committee— 
R. E. Burke to Reach Here Today. 


The grand jury yesterday voted a true 
bill against John Kahler, son of ex-Alder- 
man Conrad Kahler, on a charge of violat- 
ing section 48 of the new primary election 
law. Kahler ls accused of having voted at 
the Republican primary election in one of 
the districts of the Twelfth Ward in June 
and also at the Democratic primary elec- 
tion held in the same district on July 8. 
Under the law this is a felony punishable 


| by imprisonment in the penitentiary for a 


term of not less than two nor more than 
five years. | 

Kahler lives with his father at 282 South 
Homan avenue and has been known in ward 
politics for several years.

According to the evidence 
presented before the grand jury Kahler 
voted at the Republican primaries at 1400 
West Madison street. This Kahler emphat- 
ically denies. He says he can prove he was 
not Mm the polling place all day.

AMERICAN CONSULS —

Spanish Residents of the Morocco 
Port Threaten the Officials and 
Talk of Cutting the Cable to Hin- 
der Watson from Provisioning. 


London, July 29.— Mall edvices received 
here today from Tangier, Morocco, say that 
the threats of the Spanish residents there 
caused the house of Mr. F. C. Partridge, the 
retiring United States Consul, to be guarded 
before he left, and, in addition, his suc- 
cessor, Mr. Samuel Gunmere, was escorted 
to the consulate, which is still guarded by 
Moorish troops. 

One American family, which had been re- 
siding at Tangier, went to Europe, fearing 
violence. The conduct of the 5,000 Spaniards 
generally has been calm, though there have 
been a few threats to cut the cable in order 
to prevent Commodore Watson from using 
it and in order to interfere with the provis- 
ioning of his squadron,. 

Then French steamer Obta, which recently 
touched at Tangier with ninety refugees 
from the Canary Islands, reported that the 
foreign Consuls at the Canaries had notified 
the subjects of their governments that Com- 
modore Watson's squadron was coming, and 
the people, therefore, were panic stricken 
and were seeking refuge in the interior of the 
islands. | 7 :

“The Porto Rican annexationists have 
formed a secret organization similar to the 
celebrated Carbonaro, which existed in 

France in the time of Napoleon, and in 
nearly every city and village in the island 
have established a branch. Every member 
of the society has been pledged to use his 
utmost endeavors to bring one or more 
friends or acquaintances into the society, 
which has annexation or independence for its 
object, and in this way a thorough can- 
yass of the island has been made, result- 
ing in the mustering of a great many volun- 
teers who will fight for the cause of free- 


dom. : 

” kK circular, issued by the society, which 
bas adopted for its name, ‘ Justicia,’ ex- 
plains to the natives and ignorant popula- 
tion of the island the injustice and tyranny 
of the Spanish government and calls atten- 
tion to the treatment which has been ac- 


' corded a number of Porto Ricans who have 


fallen into the hands of the Spaniards after 
openiy favoring annexation. These prison- 
ers were tried by court-martial and sHot 
without ceremony. At their trials they were 
tortured to reveal the names of their fel- 
low-conspirators, but the organization of 
La Justicia is so excellent that no one man 
knows the name of another member ex- 
cept by signs. All of the members of the 
society are not in favor of annexation to 
the United States, but their main object is 
to drive the Spaniards from the island. 
After that has been accomplished they are 
willing to take the best they can get from 
the United States government, knowing 
that it will be fair and equitable. What 
they want is a radical change which will 
@fiable them to forget the present situation. 

“The Spanish element, mostly the sol- 
diery,in Porto Rico treats the natives shame- 
fully. It is common talk that they realize 
that, their dominion is soon to end and 
that they are making the best of their op- 
portunities to indulge in robbery, rapine, 
and murder. Their acts have greatly in- 
censed the Porto Ricans against them, and 
are responsible for a great number of re- 
cruits to La Justicia. They consider any 
injury done to a native Porto Rican asa 
mark of honor. There are today many 
American enemies in Porto Rico, but with 
the help of God and rifles they will soon 
become converted to American ideas and 
to a sense of the importance and glory of the

ARE CITED FOR con- 
‘TEMPT OF COURT. 


Result of 
ceiver for Possession of the 


Bicycle Plant at Kenosha, Wis. 


As a result of a conflict for possession of 
the big bicycle plant of the Charles H. Sieg 
Manufacturing company at Kenosha, Wis., 
Judge Gibbons last evening issued an injunc- 
tlon restraining Morgan & Wright from in- 
terfering with the efforts of the Security 
Title and Trust company to hold the plant as 
receiver for the corporation. He also cited 
the members of the firm of Morgan 
Wright, together with their agents, and At- 
torney Ambrose Worsely, to appear before 
him on Aug. 1 to show cause whey they 
should not be punished for contempt of 
court. 

The petition for injunction alleged that “a 
band of thugs was in possession of the 
plant and the company’s books and other 
valuable data, and that they refused to sur- 
render them to the receiver. Morgan & 
Wright, the petition alleged, wished to ob- 
tain the custody of the books, fearing an ex- 
amination of the accounts would show that 
the corporation’s indebtedness to them is 
much less than the amount represented by 
their mortgages. 

The receiver was appointed late on Thurs- 
day evening by Judge Gibbons on the appli- 
cation of Attorney George H. Peaks, repre- 
senting the Shelby Steel Tube company of 
Cleveland, on a claim for $3,581 debt. Repre- 
sentatives of the receiver, who were sent to 
take charge of the plant, found empioyés 
of Morgan & Wright, who secured two mort- 
gages on the plant two weeks ago to secure 
their claim of $40,000, were endeavoring to 
enter the factory. The Kenosha police were 
called out to maintain order. 

By force of superior numbers the repre- 
sentatives of the receiver entered the fac- 
tory and posted notices on the doors an- 
nouncing that the Security Title and Trust 
company was in possession. But their vie- 
tory was only temporary, for yesterday 
‘morning a large force of men led by Atior- 
ney Cavanagh, representing Morgan & 
Wright, battered down the rear doors of the 
factory and drove out the receiver’s agents. 
Then they tore down the notices of posses- 
sion, replacing them with others, and an- 
nounced that they intended to hold the prop- 
erty. This led to the issuing of the restrain- 
ing order. 

The lMabilities of the Sieg company are es- 
timated at $100,000, with assets in the neigh- 
borhood of that sum. The principal stock- 
holders are Charles H. Sieg, William R. Wal- 
pole, Frank Sayre Osborn, and H. G. Ped-

BRIDGE PROBLEM FOR DRAINAGE 
BOARD IS NOT YET SOLVED.

There was talk 
yesterday of a reconsideration of the whole 
problem. A technical report involving the 
cost of construction and capitalization was 
received from the engineers of the railroads 
interested, on the Strobel and Edgemore 
bridges, which gave a new phase to the sit- 
uation. It somewhat increased the figures 
submitted by Chief Engineer Isham Ran- 
dolph, and for that réason a like report was 
immediately requested from the same source 
on the Schenke bridge, which had been in 
favor on the preceding day. 

If the question is reopened friends of the 
Strobel design feel hopeful it will have sup- 
porters enough to go through. A special 
meeting of the board will be called for next 
Wednesday, at which the matter probably 
will be settled. No action whatever was 
taken on the matter at yesterday’s meeting. 


Points in the Strobel Bridge. 


Regarding the Strobel bridge, C. L. Stro- 
bel, its designer and patentee, declares that 
it is a perfectly practicable and easily 
operated system. This bridge includes two 
spans, each eighty feet long, and a center 
The shore ends rest 
on heavy stone abutments. Each span 18 
a bridge within itself, and can be lifted 
up and carried back so as to leave the half 
channel, eighty feet wide between the cen- 
ter pier and the shore line, free of ob- 
struction. 

One of the points Mr. Strobel makes for 
his design is the fact that-it will be neces- 
sary to equip only one span with operating 
machinery until such time as the govern- 
ment may want to declare the canal open 


probably

The superstructure consists of what are 
termed plate girder spans, with rocking 
cantilever trusses, which form part of the 
operating machinery, but would not be fur- 
nished until after seven years, or such other 
time as the bridge is to be made movable. 

The operation of opening and closing the 
Strobel bridge falls entirely upon the can- 
tilever trusses and such machinery for elec- | 
tric power in the way of enginés or motors 
as they may carry. The trusses are made 
to rock over a fulcrum between the wheels 
on which the whole structure rests. At. 
the ends toward the center of the bridge 
these trusses are connected to the plate 
girder spans which they are to move by 
means of a hanger. The attachment to the 
Span is at its center of gravity. The coun- 
terweight at the farther ofouter end of the 
trusses is somewhat less than the dead 
weight of the span to be lifted, Near the 
outer end is a perpendicular shaft or hy- 
draulic ram, to which is attached an addi- 
tional counterweight, so that when the span 
is to be moved the hydraulic ram is forced 
up, whereby the excess counterweight be- 
comes supported by the cantilever truss. 
This truss is forced down at the end until 
the guide wheel rests on the track. The 
motion of the hydraulic ram is continued 
until the wheel at the bottom of it clears. 
For this position the movable span clears 
the adjoining stationary span. | 


For Passage of Boats. 


The rocking trusses are now moved toward 
the shore until the movable span is entirely 
over the stationary work and leaves a free 
opening for the passage of boats. The pro- 
pulsion of the moving parts is by means of 
electric motors, one motor to each tiuss 
geared to the axle of the carrying wheels. 
The operator stands in a small house sit- 
uated above the top of the rocking trusses. 

In closing the bridge the reverse moilion 
takes place. By. releasing the hydraulic 
pressure the ram becomes disengaged and 
the movable span is lowered into place by its 
own excess weight. 

The superstructure as designed consists 
virtually of eight bridges side by side, each 
one of which can be operated independently 
of the others. For this purpose there is a 
separate operating-heuse for each pair of 
trusses, and in these operating-houses are 
placed the pumps, accumulators, etc., re- 
quired. Ordinarily, of course, the four 
bridges on each side of the center are to be 
operated as a unjt by one operator on each 
side, and for this condition the girders of the 
movable span at the middle of the bridge, 
which are adjacent, are to be connected by 
bolted diaphragm plates. This is done to ob- 
tain greater uniformity of motion and great- 
er stability against high winds.

‘JUDGE GIBBONS SAYS 
ILLINOIS NEEDS NEW 
CORPORATION LAWS. 


Discussing His Gas Trust Opinion, 
He Declares Full Payment of 


Capital Stock Should Be Required 


Before Charters Are Granted. 


In the course of an opinion relative to 
the consolidation of the Chicago gas com- 
panies, which he handed down on Thurs- 
day, Judge John Gibbons gave expression 
to an idea which has found lodgment in 
many thoughtful minds. After dismissing 
the bill of complaint brought against the 
consolidated companies by Eastern bond- 
holders of the Equitable Gaslight-and Fuel 
ccmpany, he felt called upon to explain 
how he reconciled his opinion with the 
views which he has set forth in previous 
opinions that have dealt hard blows at 
trusts, and in his work on ‘“ Tenure and 
Toil.” This led him to advance some gen- 
eral considerations about corporations. 

Briefly stated, Judge Gibbons’ notion is 
that many widely ramified evils would be 
checked and minimized if the law refused 
a certificate of incorporation to any com- 
pany which could not prove that the entire 
capital stock asked for had been subscribed 
and fully paid up. 

The opinion says: 


Those who have read ‘‘ Tenute and Tol may 
imagine that the views therein advanced are not 
harmonious with my decision, But it must be 
remembered that I am here to interpret and en- 
force the laws of the land as I find them—not as 
Ishould wish them to be. 

As an observer of the changes ever recurring in 
our industria] system and commercial enterprises 
by reason of the development and application of 
new and potential forces. I am irresistibly driven 


way to abate, if not to abolish, the evils incident 
to monopoly is to prohibit persons from incorporat- 
ing for any purpose until the authorized capital 
stock has been fully paid. I should also make 
and enforce a law calling for semi-annual! state- 
ments as to their financial condition, and denounce 
the severest penalties against false statements 
therein. I should also declare the sale or trans- 
fer of corporate securities illegal where there is 
not an actual and bona fide delivery from the seller 
to the purchaser, and that any corporation which 
would permit ſte securities to be listed on a stock 
exchange anywhere should forfeit all right to 
transact business in this State. Such a law would 
apply to all corporations not engaged in interstate 
commerce, and Congress could do much to compel 
a compliance with such a law by those corpora- 
tions. Legislation of this nature would surely 
tend to make corporate securities as stable and 
secure as government bonds, and such securities 
would be eagerly sought for by the thrifty indus- 
trial classes as investments for their husbanded 
surplus earnings. 

The eagerness “ith which those classes sub- 
scribed for the recent 8 per cent bond Issue of the 
government is sufficient evidence of the fact that 
the men of wealth would not be the only persons 
benefited. 

It is to the interest of corporations to make their 
enterprises popular, and what better method could 
be devised to accomplish that purpose than to 
make those who support them by their patronage 
partakers in their prosperity and participants in 
thelr increasing dividends? 

These observations are suggested by reason of the 
fact that I decreed the dissolution of the whisky 
trust, and pronounced sentence of banishment from 
this State of the tobacco trust and other trusts of 
less magnitude. But the one has been rehabili- 
tated, and the others have returned on le of 
honor, and all of them now seem to flo h. fos- 
ter, grow, and expand, notwithstanding the ban 
of outlawry denounced by the statute of this State 


Judge Gibbons said yesterday in discuss- 
ing the matter: 

“If we could make a new start with cor- 
poration law, I would say permit no incor- 
poration where it cannot be distinctly 
shown there would be a publicgain. There 
is no reason for the incorporation of enter- 
prises for purely private gain. However, it 
appears to be too late to go back to this 
point, but there is surely no reason for per- 
mitting companies to go forth with a 
certificate of r tability issued by the 
State, unless they have money in hand for 
the amount of capital issued. 

There would be no sandbagging of cor- 
porations by City Council or Legislature if 
the gas company or the street railroad or- 
ganized for the purpose of plunder had to 
pay its 510,000,000 before the franchise

‘BIG DEMAND FOR GLASS. 


HAIL-STORM BRINGS PROFIT TO THE 
CHICAGO GLAZIERS. 


Damage to Windows and Skylights Is 
Estimated at About $150,000 — 
Wholesale Slaughter of Sparrows 
by Icy Bombardment—Weather Re- 
mains Cooler, but Showers May Be 
Expected Today—No Electrical Dis- 
turbance Is Probable at Present. 


The people counted the loss yesterday after 
the flerce storm of the preceding evening. 
The figures added up to a big total. ny 
such storms would make all the glass man- 
ufacturers millionaires. 

One manufacturer tried to estimate how 
big a territory all the broken window panes 
would cover if laid side by side, but he be- 
‘came entangled in the meshes of his own 
figures and finally reduced his speculations 
to a strictly money basis. One thing the 
dealer was satisfied of—he was doing a rush- 
ing business—thus confirming the old say-

The dealer estimated that 1,500,000 square 
feet of glass was broken during the storm. 
Glass ranges in price from 7 cents to $2.50 
a square foot, but a fair average price for 
skylights and common window glass, he said, 
would be about 10 cents-a foot. This would 
make the loss about $150,000 in glass alone. 
Other damages would bring the figures easily 
up to $200,000.

Might Have Been Much Worse. 


Tes, our business has felt the effects of 
the storm,” said W. G. Kimball of the 
Pittsburg Plate-Glass company.” If any 
one doubted the damage done by the storm 
he should call here and see our shipping 
room for the next few days. Whena window 
is broken in a modern dwelling it must be 
repaired at once. Still we do not feel the 
real pressure as much as some of the other 
dealers, because we do not deal extensively 
in the cheaper grades of glass. The com- 
mon grades suffered the worst in this storm 
and, as I understand it by the purchases 
which are coming in, the northwestern por- 
tion of the city was the most extensive suf- 
ferer.

‘most of the loss was with sky lights. Had 
a strong wind prevailed it would have in- 
creased the damage enormously, as the ice 
would have been thrown against the more 
expensive plate-glass windows and thou- 
sands of them would have been shattered. 
As it turned out plate-glass suffered little 
and there was comparatively no damage in 
the down-town district.“ 


Sparrows Killed by the Storm. 


The unusual sight of a carpet of English 
sparrows piled several inches deep under 
the willows at Oswald’s Pavilion, Halsted 
and Fifty-second streets, greeted the eyes 
of the proprietor when he arose yesterday 
morning. In the street countless dead birds 
were crushed under the wheels of passing 
carts and on the tron rails of the street car 
tracks. It is thought the electrical condi- 
tions of atmosphere which accompanied the 
pelting hail must have caused the wholesale 
slaughter, as the grove was sufficiently 
dense to afford shelter for the birds, which 
were in the habit of gathering in thousands 
among the trees. 

The thermometer showed signs yesterday 
of a desire to get back to its old place in the 
“90s,"" but the effort did not materialize. 
The highest temperature of the day, ac- 
cording to the Weather bureau, was 80° 
at noon. Then the mercury began to fall 
steadily, and at 8 o’clock last night was 70°.

As black as midnight, crow’s wings, liquid 
tar, or printer’s ink was the Chicago River 
yesterday. People who have looked down 
from the bridges every day for ten years into 
the slimy water of the river, and have com- 
mented on its dark surface, said they had 
never seen it so black before. 

The storm had flushed all the sewers and 
cleaned all the streets and alleys, and the 
product of the general cleanup and renova- 
tion was washed into the river. And the 
river was certainly black—black and ill- 
smelling and slimy. People held their roses 
as they rushed acrossit. Hardened sailors, 
who have sniffed the river atmosphere for 
months, surrendered and said they coveted 
denizens of the Stock- Yards their chances of 
getting a breath of fresh air. 

Crews of boats tied in the river followed 
their usual custom in the morning and 
pumped up water and splashed it about the 
sides of their vessels. The water turned the 
ships a dusty, mottled hue.

TRACK IS MADE. 

Four Men 4 Arrested and Quick- 

ly Released on Bail, but Nobody 


Seems to be Acquainted with 
Them—More Indictments Found. 


The betting rink at the Harlem track was 
raided by Deputy Sheriffs yesterday after- 
noon. Four men were arrested in the booth 
placarded as the Oregon club,“ but the 
regular patrons of the ring did not miss 
them and not a score of men about the track 
knew that anything had happened. There 
seems to be dense ignorance as to who or 
| what the Oregon club” ig, and it is more 

than hinted that the whole thing was ar- 

ranged for the sake of ease and conven- 
lence. 

The day began with an attempt to arrest 
the track officials and bookmakers before 
they left the city and prevent the open- 
ing of the races. Starter Dick Dwyer, 
George Rose, and Jerry Driscoll fell vie- 
tims to Constable Jonas of Justice Richard- 
son’s court, but the other officials and book- 
makers boarded the race trains without in- 
terference and the three more unfortunate 
arrived at the track before the finish of the 
first race. 

If the raid was a real attempt to close the 
Harlem track, it was an inglorious failure. 
A large crowd was in attendance, the races 
were spirited, and the betting ring was 
thronged all afternoon with an eager crowd 
pushing in and out about the booths with 
money and tickets in each hand. 

The men arrested said their names wore 
N. Brun, Fletcher Samuels, George Daliey, 
and Fred Golden. Whether these are their 
correct names no one seems to know, be- 
cause rone of those who are supposed to 


them as acquaintances. They were brought 
to the city and taken before Jurtice Wocds, 
who held them in bonds of $200 to appear 
on Wednesday next to answer the charge of 
keeping and maintaining a common am- 
bling place. Bail was promptiy furnished 
ani the prisoners were released. 

Dwyer, Driscoll, and Rose were arrested 
upon warrants sworn out before Justice 
Chott by Henry H. Garrish, who is said to 
be an assistant of John Hill Jr. of the 
Civie federation. They were released upon 
bonds signed by Leo Mayer and will appear 
for trial on Aug. 8. 

About the betting ring there was some 
talk of the track closing with today’s 
racing, but John Condon, the head of the 
track sssociation, who is supposed to be 
threatened with arres:, said he had heard 
nothing from the Sheriff's office ani knew 
of the raid only through some of his friends. 

Garrish has also sworn out warrants be- 
fore Justice Chott for John Condon, J. Na- 
thanson, James O’Leary, A. J. Welsley, John 
Clark, John Wright, Kid Waller, J. M. 
Murphy, J. Slocum, and Dan O' Leary. All 
of these men were at the track, and most of 
them in the betting ring, when the deputies 
-visited it. It was said at the Sheriff's office 
that it was too late after the first cases 
were disposed of to make any other arrests. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters said he only 
hopes to suppress betting temporarily, as 
it would take the whole time of his entire 
force, with neglect of all routine business, to

VEILED FRUIT ON THE MARKET. 


Wholesale Dealers Ignore the Anti- 
Netting Ordinance, but Re- 
_tailers’ Stocks Suffer. 


South Water street peaches hid their 
blushes under red and green veils yester- 
day, as they were wont to do before Alder- 
man Gunther’s anti-net ordinance became 
a law. Dealers generally disregarded the 
ordinance, but were not molested by the 
authorities. It was different, however, with 
the retailers. Inspector Grady of the Health 
department and a score of assistants roamed 
the streets armed with shears, and every 
basket of fruit covered with a netting was 
ruthlessly scalped. 

The wholesalers, who have paid little at- 
tention to the ordinance, had a conference 
with the Health Commissioner and the Cor- 
poration Counsel, and it was decided prao- 
tically to suspend the operation of the law 
go far as they were concerned until the 
Supreme Court passes on its validity. 
test case, in which Frost Bros. are defend- 
ants, has been taken up, and a decision is 
expected soon. Retail dealers, seeing that 
wholesalers disregard the law, were seized 
with the idea that they, too, could sell 
peach baskets robed in a variegated net- 
ting, but they were warned to desist. 

The wholesalers complain bitterly against 
the ordinance. They say that Chicago is 
liable to lose its large distributing trade 
if the law is applied to them, and that al- 
ready dealers in St. Paul, Minneapolis, and 
St. Louis are writing direct to the growers. 
Mr. Frost said: 

“I have been selling fruit in baskets cov- 
ered with netting for several days, and 
nearly all the wholesalers are doing the 
game thing. The netsarea necessity. They 
are put on by the packers to k out flies 
and to prevent injury to the fruit. The 
ordinance originated because of the action 
of certain small dealers, who put nets over 
baskets of fruit of which only the upper 
tler was sound.“ 

All up and down South Water street could 
be seen many baskets covered with net- 
ting being sold. Shippers in Michigan and 
other States, however, have become ac- 
quainted with the Chicago law, and much 
of the fruit intended for this market is 
not covered. But as the grower often has 
no idea of what market the fruit will find 


3 its way, part of the Michigan crop still 


comes shrouded in red and green. The 
California fruit has the advantage over 
the Michigan product because, to withstand 
the long shipment, it is wrapped in paper 
and boxed. :

It is a revetation of the spirit and 
of the atmosphere of college life for which it 
would be difficult to find an equal. The reader 
gets the college point of view to perfection, and 
it is an easy matter for him to bring down the 
demigods to their proper proportions in the 
retrospect. 


It is giving a new turn to fiction to take a 
heroine of 80, and that is what L. B. Walford has 
done in ‘* Leddy Marget.“ (Longmans.) Leddy 
Marget is of a noble family and in many ways 
All her romanee is be- 
hind her. Her husband has gone to his final rest 
and so have two of her sons, one of them her 
favorite, the other kindly and lovable. There 
remain of the family a daughter who lives in 
India and a calculating and selfish son who in- 
herits the English estates and titles. The fine 
old lady withdraws to a quiet Scotch village and 
oceupies herself with out of door work and visits 
of charity. It is the routine of such a life that 
is described, though not in routine style. The 
story is an effort to show how by the cultivetion 
of a cheérful temperament, a lively interest in 
humanity, ard an unswerving faith in religion 
even an octogenarian may prolong his days with 
profit and with pleasure to himself and to those 
about him. There is much just sentiment in the 
narrative and there is some felicitous work in 
humorous character delineation.

entered into an agreemcnt with him, ac-

PROMISE OF PROSPERITY. 


Outlook for the Year Unusually 
_. ‘Favorable for the Farmer 
and the Merchant. 


IRON INDUSTRY FLOURISHES. 


New York, July 29.—- R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade will say tomorrow: 
Big business in January is expected, but 
“big business in July means more. It is 
the month of all others when trade is nat- 
urally light, new engagements are ordinarily 
deferred, and men wait for the outcome and 
movement of crops. But more business is 
‘being done this year than in any previous 


July of which there are records. The pay- 
ments through clearing-houses have been 


5.8 per cent larger than in 1892, the year of 
greatest prosperity heretofore, and for the 
month thus far 6.5 per cent larger than 
last year, and 8.4 per cent larger than in 
1892. But these records and others have to 
‘be judged in the light of heavy decline in 
—.— since 1892, so that the volume of 
usiness transacted is about 20 per cent 
larger than the volume of indi- 
‘cates. 
Considering that the purchases of nearly 
half the people depend on the success of 
agriculture, and that the prosperity of the 
entire transportation interest is materially 
affected by the size of crops to be moved, it 
may be said with reason that the promise of 
* prosperity this year is unusually 
right. Wheat receipts for the month thus 
‘far have been 7,309,383 bushels, against 
10,652,074 last year, but prices have declined 
11% cents, and farniers are holding back 
their wheat in the hope of higher prices. 
The exports for the week have been 1,307,- 
@15 bughels from Atlantic ports, flour in- 
eluded, against 1,718,739 last year, and from 
Pacific ports, 126,117 bushels, against 429,- 
last year, making for the month 8,833,- 
302 bushels, against 7,342,467 last year.

JACKS ON THE WITNESS STAND. 


Alleged Slayer of Andrew F. ‘McGhee 
_ » Accuses William J. Willows 
of the Crime. 


George H. Jacks, on trial for the murder 
of Andrew F. McGhee, took the witness 
stand in Judge Baker’s court yesterday, 
and accused William J. Willows of the crime. 
Willows was arrested with Jacks on the 
charge of murder, and he turned State's evi- 


become an accomplice in the tragedy. 

Addresses of counsel followed Jack's testli- 
mony. The case will go to the jury today. 

“On the morning of Feb. 26, the morning 
they say McGhee was killed,“ said Jacks, 
“I arose about my usual time. I remained 
in my room until near 11 o’clock. Then I 
walked down to Michigan avenue and Park 
row. I was standing on the corner there 
when Willows came along. We went to a 
saloon and had some drinks. I drank cider, 
and Willows took whisky. Willows said he 
owed me something for getting him out of 
jail, and he gave me two $10 bills. This was 
about noon. I asked him where he got the 
money, and he said he had done up an old 
fellow out south.“ 

Jacks denied that he told Willows he 
struck McGhee with a billy.“ and said he 
did not know McGhee and never saw him. 
Jacks denied that he was of hyp- 
notic powers or that he had any influence 
over Willows. He said he felt sorry for 
Willows when they were both in jail on other 
charges, and tried to help him out. 

On cross-examination Jacks confessed that 
he had served a term in the Jackson (Mich.) 
penitentiary. He said he had been a Deputy 
Sheriff and a Deputy United States Mar- 
shal at Muskegon, Mich. 

At the conclusion of the cross-examination 
Assistant State’s Attorney Olson began his 
argument to the jury. He said he believed 
Willows told the truth with referenée to the 
plot to decoy McGhee to 2030 Indiana avenue 
and to rob him there, and declared no induce- 
ments had been held out to Willows to plead 
guilty and confess. He urged the jury to 
give Jacks the death penalty. 

Attorney R. E. Cantwell made the open- 
ing address for the defense. He argued 
that Jacks had become the victim of a 
plot through which the real murderer— 
Willows—hoped to escape the punishment 
he deserved. 

Attorney Alexander D. Green began the 
closing address for the defense at 4 o' clock 
and spoke for one hour. He declared Jacks’ 
service in the Michigan penintentiary was 
the result of an unjust conviction which 
wrecked his reputation and blasted the hap- 
piness of a young woman to whom he was 
engaged to be married. At this recital 
Jacks wept and seemed greatly affected. 

This morning Attorney Green will speak 
another hour. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Olsen will close for the prosecution in an 
address of the same length of time.

General Passenger Agents of the lines in 
the Central Passenger association will meet 
in this city mext Tuesday.

Says It Gives the Convict’s Wife a 
Claim to Life Insuranceon Which

Two of Spalding’s life insurance policies, 
aggregating $40,000, were transferred to Mise 
Ervin before the former Mrs. Saplding se- 
cured her divorce. Until her marriage of last 
Saturday the receiver contended that Miss 
Ervin had no insurable right to the pol- 
cles, and kept them from lapsing on this 
account. Now that she is Mrs. Spalding the 
attorneys think it probable that her right 
to the benefits of the insurance are unim- 
peachable. 

Besides Spalding, at yesterday’s hearing, 
Herbert E. Skinner, his private secretary, 
and E. J. Blossom, a clerk of the First Na- 
tional Bank, testified. The last named gave 
evidence as to certain loans made to Spald- 
ing upon bonds which were the property 
of the University of Illinois. 

Jailer Whitman, under whose custody 
Spalding, as a prisoner, was allowed to mar- 
ry, says there was nothing contrary to his 
duties in permitting it. Mr. Spalding on 
his way back to the jail asked to be allowed 
to stop and be married. Miss Sarah Louise 
Ervin, the bride, accompanied by her 
parents, met Mr Spalding and the jailer at 
the office of Charles O. Lowman of Park 
Ridge, who, as a police magistrate, per- 
formed the ceremony. 

“It was my belief, and is)" said Mr. 
Whitman, that Mr. Spalding was married 
lke any other man, because he wanted to 
be. He says that his marriage makes no 
difference with his affairs in court.” 

The wedding was a unique one, the parents 
of the bride and the jailer being the wit- 


and the bride and groom parted at the jus- 
tice’s office. 

The New York Sun of Thursday last, un- 
der the caption “A Privileged Prisoner,“ 
printed the following editorial on the mar- 
riage of Mr. Spalding: 

Liberty to marry seems to be one of the 
privileges enjoyed by convicts in the penal 
institutions of the State of INinols. 

A prominent Chicago banker gamed 
Charles W. Spalding is an inmate of the Jo- 
liet Penitentiary. He was taken from the 
prison to Chicago a few days ago to give 
evidence as a witness upon the trial of a 
civil case in that city. After the court be- 
fore which he testified adjourned Spalding 
was permitted by his custodians to go toa 
neighboring office where a justice of the 
peace was in attendance, who thereupon 
performed/a marriage ceremony which made 
the prisoner and Sarah Louise Ervin, his 
former stenographer, man and wife. The 
happy pair were then conveyed to the Coun- 
ty Jail. in Chicago, where Spalding was kept 
until his testimony in the civil suit was con- 
cluded. 

“According to the Chicago Inter Ocean, 
this proceeding was sanctioned by the prison 
authorities, after taking counsel with the 
Governor. The Inter Ocean also mentions 
the interesting fact that Spalding’s first 
wife procured a divorce from him on account 
of the attention which he paid to the stenog- 
rapher who has now become his second wife. 

** Evidently stone walls do not a prison 
make, nor iron bars a cage, so far as matri- 
mony is concerned, in the State of Illinois. 
The hardships of incarceration there do not 
extend so far as to debar the convict from 
the privilege of taking unto himself a wife— 
and a wife for whom he manifested an un- 
questionable affection by preferring her to 
the former partner of his bosom. Every- 
thing is done regularly and in order, with 
the approval of the highest officers of the 
State: and nobody appears to think that 
there is anything strange about it. | 

In this part of the world, however, the 
incident suggests some interesting questions 
concerning prison discipline. If a man is so 
bad that the State shuts him up in the pen- 
itentiary. as a punishment for his villainy. 
would it be too cruel, during the period of 
his incarceration, to deny him the privileg 
of marriage?’

| FOR A BIGGER COLISEUM. | 


FOR THE WEST SIDE. 


Plans Drawn and Negotiations Prac- 
tically Closed for a Building 340 
600 Feet on the Old Baseball Park 
Site—Barnum and Bailey and Colonel 
W. F. Cody Ready to Take Long 
Leases—Work Will Probably Begin 


Be Called Olympia.” 


A greater Coliseum is to be erected, not on 
the ruins of the old nor on the lake front, but 
on the West Side on the site once selected for 
a proposed amusement tower, if well laid 


plans do not miscarry. 


The vacant square with frontages ot 340 
feet on Loomis and Throop and of 600 feet 
on Harrison and Congress streets will be 
the home of a palatial structure for the ac- 
commodation of conventions, athletic events, 
circuses, and other shows before another 
summer begins, unless unexpected difficul- 
ties arc encountered by those interested. in 
the enterprise. The ground was once occu- 
pied by the Chicago baseball park. It is one 
of the largest vacant properties in the city 
available for such uses, and is looked upon 
as central enough in its location, being ac- | 


cessible to all parts of the city. 


The names of the capitalists who are push- 
ing the enterprise and who stand ready to 
put money into the building are not available 
It is known, however, that 


for publication. 
several Aldermen are interested. The pro- 
moters declare there is not the slightest 
doubt about the construction of the build- 
ing. The purchase of the land has been con- 
cluded, except for a few matters of title, and 
money for the erection of the building will 
be forthcoming, it is stated, by the time the 
land can be secured, 


Will Be Worth $750,000. 


The investment, according to the plans 
of the architect, F. V. Newell, will represent 


a capitalization of $750,000. It is stated that 


negotiations for the lease of the building 
to two show enterprises, the Barnum & 
Bailey company and Buffalo Bill’s Wild 
West show, at figures sufficient to pay all 
the fixed charges of the proposed company, 


have been practically closed. 


In other words, these two companies, it is 
said, occupying the buildings at times when 
there is- the least demand for it for other 
purposes, will relieve the stockholders of all 
worry about taxes, light, heat, salaries, in- 
surance, and repairs for the whole year, and 
leave as clear profits all other money taken 
in. The company proposes to issue no pre- 
ferred stock and no bonds and no have no 
floating debt. The plans have been drawn 
and estimates submitted as to the cost of the 
structure, and stock will be issued to the 
amount of the cost, with a margin for operat- 
ing expenses. 

The ground is now occupled by Colonel 
W. F. Cody's Wild West show. It is planned 
to begin on the foundations as soon as the 
show vacates, the building to be completed 
by May next if nothing goes amiss. 

The greatest interest is being taken in 
the building by Colonel Cody and Mr. Bailey 
of Barnum & Bailey and they stand ready 
if not to take stock, to practically guarantee 
the stockholders against loss by signing long 
term leases in advance. Colonel Cody's 


show is expected to open the building next 


year. His representative, Louls E. Cooke, 
is now at the Auditorium and expresses ab- 
solute confidence the building will be erected. 
The work of promotion seems to have fallen 
to Charles F. Patterson, who has an office 


at 164 La Salle street. 


Details of the Plans. 


The plans of the building have been drawn 
by Architect Newell, with the design of 
utilizing every inch of inclosed space. The 
structure as proposed will cover the entire 


site, providing 200,000 square feet of floor 
space on the niain floor, 80,000 on the second 


floor, and 190,000 upon the floors above, in- 


cluding the roof garden and the towers. 


The exterior will be constructed of mason- 


ry and stell frame work, faced with buff 
pressed brick and Bedford stone, with terra 
cotta trimmings and tile roof. Each street 
frontage will have two towers 175 feet in 
height, connected by an ornamental facade 
five stories high. The main entrances and 
exits will be between the towers on all 
four street fronts. 


The arena will be 216 by 472 feet, and 


100 feet from the floor to the celling with- 
out post or pillar. Outside of the arena and 
above the main floor will bea raised gallery 
65 feet wide, containing 10,000 permanent 
opera chairs arranged in raised tiers. For

ple. The main entrance tower will have 
three large elevators to the suite of enter- 


tainmem rooms on the third floor, including 


a ball room, a banquet room, and all neces- 
sary pariors, retiring rooms, and kitchen, 
Elevators will also run to observation bal- 
conies near the top of the towers and to the 


roof garden. The entire building will be 


fireproof. 


Below the roof trusses will be a 


steel ceiling, and with all the mae walls 
plastered there will be a finished auditori- 


um, the acoustic properties of which, it is 


said, will be perfect. The walls and ceil- 
ings of this auditorium will be tinted and 


frescoed. 
There will be an ornamental steel proce- 
m arch allowing for a 200-foot stage, 
ich will be so arranged that it can be 


moved forward to give the stage any re- 


quired depth for immense spectacular ef- 
fects, and also to decrease the size of the 


auditorium to any deaired capacity. 


The proposed building already has been 
christemed the ‘‘ Olympia.’’ It will be 


larger than Madison Square Garden in New 
York, or the Crystal Palace or the Olympia 


in London.
